For example, regarding the argument that WO'881 does not disclose starting the exchange of 
negotiation parameters by a protocol entity of said first communication unit, Examiner respectfully disagrees because Examiner reads the 
"negotiation" of parameters begins when mobile device does not accept proposed parameters, it responds with altered parameters. Such 
response initiates a negotiation of parameters.
